The magazine Backdoor Bangers is classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. 

The magazine consists of colour photographs with minimal text. The photographs are 
sexually explicit. They show a variety of sexual activity between a man and a woman 
such as cunnilingus and vaginal intercourse. Many of the magazine's depictions are 
considered dehumanising owing to the close focus placed upon the participants' 
genitalia, particularly on the front cover. These depictions are mitigated by the 
majority of the photographs which depict the participants' bodies and faces. 
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
